The Power That Heals.

Meeting of “The California State Homeeopathic 
Medical Society.”) 

(The following article having been written 
by one, who for years watched the old school 
practice in the London hospitals,and practiced 
the same until he learned the better way of 
Homoepathy, and who is now learning the best 
way of God, may prove interesting and we 
trust, instructive to others.) 

Wr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen:  <As 
the days of this wonderful nineteenth century 
are rapidly drawing to a close; as this is the age 
of progress and advancement in all the arts and 
sciences; as all things along the line of the sen- 
sual plane are rapidly hastening on to perfec- 
tion; as horse-power gives way to steam, and 
steam to electricity, in the production of an 
ever-increasing rapidity of the means of loco- 
motion, until it seems as if time and space 
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would be annihilated; as that at present almost 
unknown quantity which we call the “X-Rays” 
bids fair to enable man with the “natural eye” 
to behold the interior of the densest material 
substances; so, this is also the age of “hypno- 
tism” the age when man is becoming more and 
more conscious of a “sixth or psychic sense”, of 
a sense which imparts clairvoyance, clairaudi- 
ence, telepathy, etc., and enables him to hold 
communion with those in the spirit-world. 

All this though it opens up to man great and 
glorious possibilities, is but “as a drop in the 
bucket” when compared to what is in store for 
him through the opening up of the seventh or 
God-sense, when he reaizes, in all its fullness 
his divinity as'a son of God. Then will “Isis” 
be “unveiled” indeed, then will man “know as 
he is known”; then will be fuifilled the saying 
that “Nothing is hid that shall not be revealed.” 

In view of these stupendous facts, we have 
jotted down a few suggestive thoughts concern- 
ing “The Power that Heals.” 

Man was created to dwell on this mundane 
sphere, during what we shall call the sixth cycle 
of creation, in response to the desire in the 
Divine mind, finding expression in the all-po- 
tent words: “Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness.” Man materialized from the 
impalpable ether of pure Spirit, only after due 
preparation for a being made in God’s image 
and likeness. 

He then first came on the scene as “an un- 
crowned king,” having “dominion over the fish 
of the sea, and over the fowl] of the air, and over 
the cattle, and over all the earth” (i. ¢. over 
every earthly condition.) 

“And God blessed them (i. e. made them hap- 
py.) and God said: “Be fruitful and multiply 
and replenish the earth, and subdue it, and have 
dominion over the fish of the sea, and over the 
fowl of the.air, and over every living thing that 
moveth upon the earth.” 


Presumably, he was king over his own body 
(the earthly or sensual part of himself.) In 
fact, he had perfect self-control. As Paul says: 
“] keep my body under and bring it into subjec- 
tiop.” Or to put it in a more simple way, man 
never had any other thought but that he was 
God-like and kingly “in all his walk and conver- , 
sation.’ 

At that time he knew nothing of sin, sorrow, 
want, old age, pain, sickness, or death. Never 
having been sick, he had no need of healing. 

Let us call your attention to the fact that in 
the first chapter of Genesis we read: 

“So God created man.” 

Evidently man was then in God’s thought, 
in God's mind. 

Just as we read in Genesis IL, verses four 
and five: “These are the generations of the 
heavens and of the earth, when they were cre- 
ated in the day that the Lord God made the 
earth and the heavens, and every plant of the 
field, before it was in the earth, and every herb 
of the field, before it grew.” 

In the seventh verse of the same chapter we 
read: “And the Lord God formed man.” ete. 
Clearly, the inference is, that the word created 
in the first chapter, referred to man before he 
was formed, just as in the case of the plant and 
the herb—the former was “made before it was 
in the earth,” and the latter “before it grew.” 

These expressions surely lead us to the true 
inference that the thought or mind of God is 
the first cause, the original and only source of 
things immaterial and material. 

Now we are ready to return to the point 
where we left man, “monarch of all he sur- 
veyed,” created very Ged invisible, by virtue of 
Spirit, and formed very man, when projected 
into visibility in the flesh. Accordingly. we 
find that “God is and man exists, from er out 
of, and sistare to stand forth—man stands 
forth out of God, “conspicuously so in our 
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great exemplar Jesus Christ, the perfect man. 

As man by nature believes in the material or 
visible, so by grace he has faith in the immater- 
ial or invisible. To teach man that “God is 
Spirit, and that they that worship Him must 
worship in spirit and in truth,” was and has al- 
ways been the great difficulty in the plan of sal- 
vation, and here we take salvation in its broad- 
est sense to refer to the saving of the complete 
man: body, soul and spirit. Anything short 
of this is not complete salvation. 

In no other way is it possible to teach the 
truth on the sensual plane but by analogy, 
therefore, Christ made extensive use of object 
iessons from Nature, gradually leading man 
from Nature to Nature’s God: gradually wean- 
ing him from “things of time and sense,” to 
things eternal and spiritual, for “the things 
that are seen are temporal, and the things that 
are not seen” (all the mighty forces which man- 
ifest God) are eternal. 

This Christ did, “that God himself might be 
all and in all.” 

As when, during the erection of some costly 
building, a scaffolding serves its purpose and is 
removed; even so, in man’s life on the mortal or 
sensual plane, when the scaffolding of mater- 
iality, “the fleshly tabernacle” has fulfilled its 
purpose—the demonstrating of identity and the 
unfoding of the spiritual man—as the temple of 
the living God; and when the Christ enthroned 
emphasizes the glad truth that sets mankind 
free from every form of bondage—then shal] 
man once more “regain the blissful seat.” realiz- 
ing his divine sonship and claming that “all 
things are his, that he is Christ’s, and that 
Christ is God’®” Then and then only will he 
take back his kingship, resume his God-like na- 
ture, and “with open face, beholding as in a 
glass the glory of the Lord, he will be changed 
into the same image from glory to glory, even 
as by the spirit of the Lord. 
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Christ taught in parables (earthly stories 
with a spiritual meaning) referring to “the 
lilies” of the field; “the fowls of the air,” etc., 
to elucidate the truth. 

He “capped the climax” when he exclaimed: 
“Tam the Truth.” 

Elesewhere he says: “Ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you free.” 

Ah yes,my friends, the truthalone makes us 
free. Not knowing the truth, we are in the 
most abject bondage; bondage to what we eat 
and drink, so that we suffer when we eat or 
drink certain kinds of food, bondage to the 
clothes we wear—they must be of a certain 
weight, a certain thickness, and a certain tex- 
ture, or we “take cold,” bondage to every wind 
that blows, so that we become victims of neu- 
ralgia, rheumatism, ete., bondage to what 
others think of us, exemplifying the saying that 
“the fear of man begetteth a snare;” bondage to 
self in yielding to “the lusts of the flesh,” and 
bondage to sin, sorrow, want, old age, pain, sick- 
ness and death. 

How “good and acceptable and perfect” is 
“the will of God.” Paul says we are “to prove” 
by the “transforming “power of new thoughts.” 
So Christ the truth offers to every man, woman 
and child, a complete deliverance from “all the 
ills that flesh is heir to” under the law. 

But, now being under grace, “we are free 
from the law;” free as the bird that flies in the 
broad expanse of heaven’s blue; ves, free as the 
very air itself. 

Being free, no personality hampers or 
shackes us, or handicaps us in any hypnotic 
way; no weakness or sickness or pain deprives 
us of comfort; no ignorance or shortcming keeps 
us down. 

We exult in jubilant life; we are exuberant 
with the glow of health, ever “renewing our 
youth like the eagle;” we rejoice in strength; 
we want for nothing, for “all things are ours

richly to enjoy;” we are wise, for the truth 
teaches us all things and brings all things to 
our remembrance;” and we are ever safe, for 
“underneath are the everlasting arms.” 

And thus God becomes our life, our health, 
our strength, our wisdom, our supply, our joy 
and our safety—in fact, everything we find in 
Him. 

Even now, “He saves us; He rejoices over us 
with joy; He rests in our love; He rejoices over 
us with singing.” 

How shall man know the Truth and come 
into the above blissful realization of what right- 
ly belongs to him, as the son of God? 

Surely, by knowing Christ, for He is the 
Truth. How shall he know Christ? By tak- 
ing heed to his words, by believing in Him, 7. e. 
by faith. He is to take Christ as his example, 
“letting this mind be in him which was in 
Christ Jesus.” 

Christ said: “I am the way, (the way to 
live) the truth and the life.” 

He also said: “Whosvever believeth on me, 
these works that I do shall he do also, and 
greater things than these shall he do.” 

Again: “These signs shall follow them 
that believe.” Then He mentions “opening the 
eves of the blind, unstopping the deaf ears, 
causing the lame to walk, healing the sick and 
raising the dead.” 

Again Christ says: “Be ye perfect, for I 
am perfect.” 

We cannot conceive that Christ who is Him- 
self the Truth could tell us to do something im- 
possible—Rather let us recognize “our high 
calling of God “through the Christ within us, 
and let us go on unto perfection.” 

How does salvation come? 

The word is: “By grace are ye saved 
through faith, and that not of yourselves, it is 
the gift of God; not of works, lest any man 
should boast.” 
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Again we read: “This is the work of God 
that ye believe,” ete. 

Yet again: “Work out your own salvation 
with fear and trembling” (i. e. with a sense of 
dependence upon God) for it is God that work- 
eth in you, to will and to do of His own good 
pleasure.” 

Buttoreturn: Seeing that man was, in the 
first place, God-like and kingly, how did he fall 
from his high estate? Let the poet Milton give 
answer, “Of man’s first disobedince and the 
fruit of that forbidden tree, whose mortal taste 
brought death and all our woe, sing heavenly 
muse,” etc. Disobedience, then, was the cause. 
In the words of “holy writ,” disobedience and 
unbelief are used interchangeably, i. e. where 
we find theone in the context, we find the other 
in the margin, and vice-versa. Hence it would 
appear that unbelief or want of faith, or diso- 
bedience is the sole cause of “death and all our 
woe,” as the poet puts it. Disobedience is sin, 
and death naturally includes pain and sickness, 
with its concomitants, grief and sorrow. We 
know that sin persistently indulged in, brings 
premature old age, and ofttimes even death. 
That sin is evil, we are also aware. 

Job says: “Acquaint thyself with God and 
be at peace.” 

We close this article without a few words 
which must at present suffice as a definition of 
the great source and end of our faith—God. 

God constitutes all the great under-lying 
principles of all things so we state in general 
terms that God is life, power, heath, wisdom, 
supply and safety. He is the representative of 
truth, honesty, justice, and purity; of love, 
goodness, virtue, and praise (Phil. iv., 8) “God 
is love,” and as “perfect love casteth out fear,” 
therefore, as instruments showing forth divine 
love, we have no fear, worry or anxiety. 

We further read: “Asin Adam,” (who lived 
on the mortal or sensual plane, and who dis-

obeyed, or was unfaithful) “all die.” even so, in 
Christ” (who at his baptism became fully cons- 
cious on the spiritual plane) “shall all be made 
alive.” 

The Christ-life, then, is the one and only 
remedy or salvation for man. 

As the greater includes the less, so He is also 
the remedy or salvation for Death, and also for 
grief and sorrow, ignorance, poverty, old age, 
pain and sickness, 

Thus the Christ, the true man, the Ego, the 
spiritual man, being enthroned, man recognizes 
that he is the son of God and joint-heir with 
Christ. In virtue of this exalted relationship, 
he claims his long lost inheritance, and again 
becomes God-like and kingly. 

But, having for many centuries abdicated 
his throne, and having so long remained un- 
conscious of his God-like character, it is now 
difficult to retrace his steps, for his understand- 
ing is darkened by thinking so long on the mor- 
tal or sensual plane. 

Instead of seeing only good, as when his “eye 
was single and his whole body full of light,” 
now he sees both good and evil thoughts. He 
has become painfully aware that his body is 
subject to evil environments, and thinks it in 
order to suffer the consequences of sin and sor- 
row, and to be a prey to poverty, old age, pain, 
sickness and death. 

The effects of sin he endeavors to wipe out 
by a life of morality; grief and sorrow he seeks 
to drown in “the flowing bow] ,” or in the dizzy 
whirl of pleasure; pains he allays by opiates or 
other stupefying drugs; while sickness, poverty, 
old age and death are taken as a matter of 
course. 

In sickness, he “pins his faith” to those phy- 
sicians who prescribe drugs in the crudest form, 
viz: Quinine, Iron, Morphine, Phenacetine, “et 
hoc genus omne,” because they “take hold.” In 
fact, he is a matrialist of the “first water,” and 
thinks he must use “means.” 
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“As a man thinketh in his heart so is he.” 
He gets well, and attributes what he calls his 
cure to the strong medicine he took. 

Another who has learned that medicine ap- 
plied according to “the law of similars” cures, 
believes in Homeeopathy. He also recovers an 
and it is “unto him according to bis faith.” 

A third believes in the physician, and he 
also makes what he thinks is a good recovery. 

Still another, who has risen completely out 
of the material rut, believes in “divine healing.” 
(Is not all healing divine?) He through the so- 
called “orthodox” method of prayer, asks the 
Creator to heal him. 

He too returns to what he considers health, 
and attributes his recovery directly to God. 

Yet another claims God as his health, at the 
same time denying that he is sick, and says he 
believes that he is well because of right 
thoughts, i. e. he believes in God as Mind. 

Now, what is the healing power in each one 
uf these cases? 

The first believes in Quinine, etc., ete. 

The second believes in the highly-potentized 
medicine, 

The third believes in the physician. 

The fourth believes in the efficacy of prayer 
to God. 

While the fifth believes that God is Mind, 
and that, therefore, Mind is the only healing 
power. 

It is evident then that faith is an important 
factor in each of the above cases. 

And yet, it cannot be truly said that faith 
is the power that heals. 

Faith, however, is the hand that takes the 
power. Is not the power—whether it be heal- 
ing or what not—God, first, last and all the 
time? 

Is not Power one of the attributes of God? 

How often do we hear, as the reason given 
for not adopting a certain method of treatment, 


the assertion, “I don’t believe in it,” which we 
must admit is another way. of saying: “I have 
no faith in it.” 

And yet, the very person who expresses him- 
self thus, 1s the first to disclaim against any- 
thing that seems to him to smack of what he is 
pleased to call “faith cure” or “mind cure.” 

And so, by intuition, he is unconsciously 
speaking the word in accordance with the 
Trath, which alone makes free. 

Physicians have frequently tested this, and 
have given bread-pills or some other placebo, 
and cures have taken place. Were these cures 
“post hoc” or “propter hoc,” or were they mere 
coincidences ? 

Again, a patient will say to a physician in 
whom he has confidence, “Doctor, you always 
help me.” 

In this case, what helps? 

Is it faith in the physician? 

Or take the familiar instance of warts. How 
frequently we hear of their being “charmed” 
away, of their disappearance after the person 
affected with them had done something in strict 
accordance with some peculiar instructions. 

That this has happened we do not doubt, 
that there is a reason for it is self-evident. 

What that reason is, has been wisely left for 
man to discover, in order that “working out his 
own salvation” along every line and avenue of 
knowledge, he may become more and more 
conscious of the wonderful and encouraging 
fact that he is a spiritual being, and that “his 
body is the temple of the Holy Spirit’’, realizing 
that “it is God that worketh in him, to will and 
to do of His own good pleasure.”

LESSON !.—duly 4th. 
FiRST CONVERTS IN EUROPE.—Acts t6:6-15. 

6. Now when they had gone throughout Phrygia 
and the region of Galatia, and were forbidden of the 
Holy Ghost to preach the word in Asia. 

7. After they were come to Mysia, they essayed to 
go into Bithynia: but the Spirit suffered them not. 

8. And they passing by Mysia came down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul in the night; 
There stood a man of Macedonia, and prayed him, 
saying, Come over into Macedonia, and help us. 

10. And after he had seen the vision, immediately 
we endeavored to go into Macedonia, assuredly gath- 
ering that the Lord had called us for to preach the 
gospel unto them. 

11. Therefore loosing from Troas, we came with a 
straight course to Samothracia, and the next day to 
Neapolis; 

12. And from thence to Philippi, which is the chief 
city of that part of Macedonia, and a colony: and we 
were in that city abiding certain days. 

13. And on the sabbath we went out of fhe city by 
a river side, where prayer was wont to be made; and 
we sat down, and spake unto the women which re- 
sorted thither. 

14. And a certain woman named Lydia, a seller of 
purple, of the city of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
heard us: whose heart the Lord opened, that she at- 
tended unto the things which were spoken of Paul. 

15. And when she was baptized, and her house- 
hold, she besought us, saying, If ye have judged me 
to be faithful to the Lord, come into my house, and 
abide there. And she constrained us. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—The entrance of thy words 
giveth light—Psa. 119 :130. . 


Metaphysically considered the book of 
“Acts” is a portrayal of Spiritual experiences of 
individuals who have been born and baptized of 
the Holy Spirit, allegorically represented by his- 
torical characters. Therefore the various acts 
of Paul are my own Spiritual experiences,” as 
one born out of due time” into the realization 
of my Divine sonship and high Spiritual pos- 
sibilities. .“Endued with power from on high” 
by the Spirit’s baptism, I am henceforth the 
Spirit’s servant in the work of the world’s re- 
demption. 

6. Paul and Silas with Timothy and Luke 
were “forbidden of the Holy Ghost to preach 
the word in Asia”,—not because those people 
were arbitrarily excluded from theblessings of 
the Gospel,—butrather because waiting souls,” 
hungering and thirsting after righteousness” 
over in Macedonia required immediate atten- 
tion; which shows us, that whenever and wher- 
ever in the universe a soul is receptive to the 
“Spirit of Truth,”—then and there the Spirit is 
at hand, to break the bread of Life to that hun- 
gering one. This was beautifully shown in the 
story of Philip and the Eunuch. 

7. Like Paul we may not immediately un- 
derstand the Spirit’s leading, and may persist- 
ently “assay to go into Bithynia”—to carry out 
our own plans,—and then we wonder why our 
plans, so well laid in human wisdom, do not suc- 
ceed. But when to the Spirit we are wholly 
consecrated, and our will wholly swallowed up 
in the Divine Will, the Spirit’s leading will be 
clearly and unmistakaby seen. 

8-9. It may be revealed to one by the “In- 
ner Voice” of the Spirit, or to another “in 
dreams and visions of the night.” 

But we must have a willing mind, entirely 
emptied of selfish purposes, before we can dis- 
cern the Spirit’s voice. Self and self-will must 
be subdued before we can be the channel for the 
Spirit’s manifestations. We sometimes think 
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we are following the Spirit’s leading, when in 
reality we are following “our own sweet will’; 
and, not unti our way is hedged up, do we begin 
to see the way the Spirit leads: then we turn 
from our way to the way the Spirit calls us 
to go. 

There is always “a man of Macedonia” 
near you, hungering for the bread of Life; and, 
if you have not heard his pleading cry, it is be- 
cause you have not yet turned about from your 
own way to the way of the Spirit. Or perhaps 
like Paul you have fallen into “sharp conten- 
tion” with your fellow workers (See Ac. 15: 
57-39), and so become obtuse in Spiritual dis- 
cerment. “Lift up your eyes and look, for the 
fields are white already to harvest’; and the 
Macedonian Cry, Come over and help us’, can 
now be heard by the meek, whose ears are at- 
tuned to the Spirit. 

10. Now that you have learned the secret of 
obedience, you are no longer in doubt. The 
voices of the Spirit are unmistakable, when 
obedient you listen. You now hasten to obey. 

11-12. And you “go witha straight course” 
—no longer vacillating or doubting—to the 
work wherennto you are sent,—the redemption 
of the Roman, or dominant world-thought. In 
this thought—centre (“city”) you must “abide 
certain days”: that is, you must not violently at- 
tack a state of thought, which has no concep- 
tion of spiritual things; but you must “abide” 
in peace there. “Into whatsoever city ve enter, 
there abide, till ye depart thence * * * and into 
whatsoever house ye enter, first say, Peace be 
to this house.” 

3. Give a treatment for peace. Having 


continued your “abiding” till the “Sabbath day’ 
of peace is realized—in the activity of 
thought (“by the river side”’)—in “the place 


of prayer,” you find the higher, purer, recept- 
ive toughts (“women”). 
14. This “Lydia” thought is not native to 
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this Roman (worldly) “colony”, but is Asiatic; 
where are found Spiritual thoughts (Jews).— 
“a worshipper of God,” and “a seller of pur- 
ple’ (high, princely thoughts). Thus, obey- 
ing the Spirit, you find entrance to the world- 
ly thought by means of a Spiritual idea 
(“Lydia”), foreign to the worldly thought (Ro- 
man),—but which has found entrance into the 
mind. 

15. In entering upon the Spirit’s work, 
even in most unpromising fields, you need not 
be concerned about your living. For those, 
“whose hearts the Lord opened”, will wel- 
come and sustain you. “He said unto them: 
‘When I sent you without scrip or shoes, 
lacked ye anything?’ And they said, ‘Noth-

22. And the multitude rose up together against 
them; and the magistrates rent off their clothes, and 
commanded to beat them. 

23. And when they had laid many stripes upou 
them, they cast them into prison, charging the jailer 
to keep them safely: 

24. Who, having received such a charge, thrust 
them into the inner prison, and made their feet fast 
in the stocks. 

25. And at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and 
sang praises unto God: and the prisoners heard them. 

26. And suddenly there was a great earthquake, so 
that the foundations of the prison were shaken: and 
immediately all the doors were opened, and ever) 
one’s hands were loosed. 

27. And the keeper of the prison awaking out of 
his sleep, and seeing the prison doors open, he drew 
out his sword, and would have killed himself, suppos 
ing that the prisoners had been fled. 

28, But Paul cried with a loud voice, saying, Do 
thyself no harm: for we are all here. 

29, Then he called for a light, and sprang in, ang 
came trembling, and fell down before Paul and Silas. 

30. And brought them out, and said, Sirs, what 
must I do to be saved? 
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31. And they said, Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house. 

32. And they spake unto him the word of the Lord, 
and to all that were in his house. 

33. And he took them the same hour of the night, 
and washed their stripes; and was baptized, he and 
all his, straightway. 

34. And when he had brought them into his house, 
he set meat before them, and rejoiced, believing in 
God with all his house. 

GOLDEN TEXT.—Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy 
house —Acts 16:51. 

Paul ‘and Silas, messengers of the Holy 
Spirit are at Philippi, the “chief city” of 
Macedonia; where they have fulfiilled the 
prime object of their mission, in preaching 
Christ unto “Lydia”,—leading her into the il- 
luminated understanding of the Kingdom of 
heaven. 

Here “a certain damsel, possessed with the 
Spirit of Python,” has been healed of her ob- 
sessing belief; which so aroused the hostility 
of her “masters”, who had made “gain” out of 
her infirmity and delusion, that they cast Paul 
and Silas into prison. 

Under this symbolic story is pictured im- 
portant human experiences, which the Spirit 
reveals to the seeker after truth. Metaphy- 
sically Rome stands for mortal thought 
in dominion, and “Macedonia,” the business 
thought of that world kingdom, while “Phil- 
ippi’. the chief city” “a (Roman) colony” 
stands for accumulation—money-+naking, 
which is the chief city” or motive thought of 
business. 

When the Holy Spirit comes into the heart 
it must ultimately overturn all old mortal- 
thougt ideas, restoring the Kingdom of heaven 
to every department of thought (every “city”). 
Coming into the business region (“Mace- 
donia”), its first work is to cast out the “Spirit 
of Python”—or unjust gain from its methods 


of business. Now this “Macedonian” thought 
—the money power of the worldly thought—is 
a gigantic power, the greatest factor of our Ro- 
man or world-thought. Its vast power is indi- 
cated by the fact that (here (in Macedonia) 
arose “Philip of Macedon,” who gave his name 
to this city, and “Alexander the Great”, who 
by the injustice of the sword gained possession 
of the whole world. Hence “Macedonia” 
stands for accumulation—gain; and its “chief 
city”, for unjust gain, gaining money at others’ 
loss, or through the weakness, misfortune or 
delusion of others. 

To-day the money power rules the world: 
and its boasted “business principles” do not at 
all conform to the law of Christ. The same 
“business principles” that make the million- 
aire make the pauper and the criminal. “The 
poor ye have always with you” under and by 
its “business principles” of gain-at-another’s- 
loss. “The big fish eating up the little ones”, 
is the way these unjust “principles” operate,— 
as the Python swallows its victims whole. 

3y the coming of the Kingdom of Christ 
into the heart this seductive, serpentine “spirit 
of Python” must be cast out, if you would 
reach the highest attainment in Spiritual 
thought. In this ideal Kingdom of heaven 
there is to be no injustice to any one—‘*No man 
said that aught of the things that he possessed 
were his own, for they had all things common”. 
Each individual has an equal share in the in- 
finite supply of ominpresent Good; so that no 
man fails to receive “his own” allotment of uni- 
versal Good. Therefore “this dragon that de- 
ceiveth the whole world shall be (by vou) cast 
into the bottomless pit, that he may deceive the 
nations no more.” 

This unrighteous “business principle” of 
gain-at-another’s-loss is so closely interwoven 
into the warp and woof of all speculation and 
most commercial transactions, that when, as a 


Christian, you undertake to “cast out this 
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python” from your business methods, you will 
find that your high purposes are bitterly op- 
posed by a vast array of lifelong business ideas 
of the old world-thought. For all actors in 
this allegory are within your own breast. If 
you carry into practice the radical lawof Christ 
in business affairs,—in consternation you will 
“see that all hope of your gains is gone”; and 
your old worldly ideas will again assert their 
eld time arbitrary authority, and “lay many 
stripes” on you, until they “cast you into the 
prison” of helplessness,—you lose all Spiritual 
freedom and power, and your “feet (under- 
standing) are made fast in the stocks.” 

But the allegory points out the way of es- 
cape: “At midnight Paul and Silas prayed 
and sang praises to Good and the prison-keep- 
ers heard them.” In the very ‘midnight” of 
your Spiritual helplessness by entering into 
communion with God, you realize again that 
the child of God cannotbe bound; therefore 
with thanksgiving and praise you acknowl- 
edge that, whatever the seeming, you have 
even now the perfect freedom of the sons of 
God. Through “prayer and praise” you set 
up such a vibratien in consciousness, that the 
prison walls of your helplessness begin to 
creak and crumble, and the foundations of 
doubt are shaken so that “every ones bands are 
loosed.” 

By “prayer” you recognize the opulence of 
the “child of promise,” that “all things are 
yours, because ye are Christ’s”; and then by 
“praise” you claim that even now the fullness 
and sufficiency of the all Good are yours with- 
out any reference to and independent of ques- 
tionable “business principles”. " 

The Gospel rule for obtaining “your own” 
Divine Inheritance is to “seek first the King- 
dom of God and his righteousness, and all 
these things shall be added.” Then by “prayer 
and praise” you set up such a vibration in 


mind, that “the tables are turned”, so that you 
become master of the situation; and the im- 
prisoning thought (“jailor”), conscious of his 
lack of security, seeks self-destruction. Here 
we learn that the command, “Thou shalt not 
kill”, applies to thoughts in metaphysics. 
Your evil thoughts are but a perversion of the 
good, and are to be redeemed—not destroyed 
by your preaching the Gospel to them. So 
when, through the power of the Spirit, they 
are “reproved of sin and of (your) righteous- 
ness, and when they “call for light”, and 
“spring in” meekly before the Spirit’s pres- 
ence, receiving the “light” and the joy of re- 
demption,—these your persecutors will bless 
you (“wash your stripes”) and aid in bringing 
you into the liberty, as you bring them into the 
Kingdom of heaven. For it is your mission to 
redeem your world within unto Christ, that he 
may be all in all to you. 


Thought and existence are indentical. I 
exist because I think and think because I ex- 
ist. As thou thinkest, so thou art. Be ye 
transformed, says Paul by renewing of your 
mind. From this established principle it sure- 
ly follows that a change of thought changes 
and modifies our very existence. Street.

LESSON TALK. 

We are represented in this lesson as a coun- 
try and the different persons and places mean 
different states of consciousness or kinds of 
knowing. <All the places named in the lesson 
text to which went Paul (good thoughts and 
words) and Silas (the faith which pictures or 
prophesies good and carries it to the part of 
our consciousness to which the treatment is 
directed) mean planes of thought.

LESSON TALK. 

Oftimes when we give a statement to cast 
out an evil spirit or belief, the multitude of 
error thoughts rise up and tear our clothes 
and beat us and our Paul and Silas thinking is 
shut up in a prison. The bricks and stones 
in our prisons are made of our words, such as 
“T cant,” ['m sick,” “I don’t want to,” and “you 
hateful old thing.” 

Our Unity Sunday school found these were 
the bricks in their prisons in the former les- 
son on imprisonment, and that “I can” and 
“T will” would knock all the bricks down. 
When our Paul and Silas thoughts are all 
shut up in the dark inner prison made by these 
ignornant words, they shoud go to praying and 
singing praises to God ,and then comes the 
shaking up (earthquake) in our minds and the 
doors are opened to our Paul and Silas con- 
ciousness is imprisoned no longer. 

But our jailer thoughts tremble and want 
to kill themselves, thinking all the good, true 
thoughts are gone, but our Paul thoughts say 
in a loud voice, ‘‘Do thyself no harm, for we are 
all here.” 

And where these error or jailor thoughts, 
which keep the true thoughts and words im- 
prisoned, ask for light and begin to see with 
understanding, then ‘they begin’ to inquire, 
“What must we do to be saved from error?” 
The Paul consciouness or thoughts reply, “Be- 
lieve ,the Law of Truth is shown forth,” and 
our imprisoning thoughts and all that belong 
to that family of .thoughts will be baptised 
(purified) and will minister unto us. And all 
through the house (our real selves) there will 
be rejoicing, for all will beiieve only in the 
Good. 


The Power of the Silent Spoken 
Word. 


The power of the silent spoken word we are learn- 
ing more about day by day, yes, hour by hour, and 
indeed it has more power, yea, a thousand times more 
power than the word spoken aloud. The words spok- 
en silently have no antagonism to encounter, and they 
do not build mental walls around the speaker. The 
silent spoken word is sharper than a_ two-edged 
sword, penetrating to the divine center of being. It 
is there the word must take root to grow and bear 
fruit, else it falls upon “stony places.” When the

and let us take nothing short of the hundred fold of 
God's power to work in us to will and to do for us 
what we cannot do for ourselves. 

Experience is the grandest teacher in all the world. 
It not only gives us the power along with the lessons 
and problems, to solve them all—to overcome. The 
divine power that goes with every experience is most 
wonderful to our souls, and it comes with such force 
to one who is under the shadow of the Most High that 
we are led to cry out, “God, God, are these things so?” 

I will give a personal experience, for I know it 
touches the hearts of the readers where theory or 
high flown talk or sentiment would not. Everything had 
all seemed to go wrong for months, money gone, 
patients gone and friends gone. I was walking on the 
street and the voice of the Spirit said to me, “Four 
months and then cometh the harvest.” I said to 
myself, “Now everything will turn for my good, now 
the darkness will pass, and all will be well, for God 
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bas told me and His words do not fail.” But strange 
as it may appear, the way grew darker and darker 
month after month, until all light seemed to be shut 
out; friends failed me that I had supposed were true 
and tried, and those that had borrowed money of me 
also; and in so many ways did it seem dark, but I held 
to the thought “He that sent me is with me, He hath 
not left me alone.” Oh, how I prayed for love, which 
is the fulfilling of the law; for the same spirit had 
told me I was being tested—“see if you stand your 
test.” In the trials I had forgotten what the voice 
had said about the harvest, when lo! all of a sudden 
letters of love filled to the brim came, letters with 
money, registered letters from persons I had never 
heard of. In one day one hundred and sixty-five dol- 
lars came. The voice said again, “Four months and 
then cometh the harvest, life up your eyes for the 
harvest is already here,” and on looking back to the 
time it was spoken to me I saw it was just four 
months to the day. 

I had passed through the garden of Gethsemane. I 
had been weighed in the balance and oh, how I 
thanked God I had not been found wanting; and I 
realized what it meant, “He that is faithful over a 
few things shall be made ruler over many.” I would 
not write of a personal experience only to help some 
reader of the Unity to get out beyond the breakers, 
where the storms, the trials, the clouds do not come, 
do not break over, till you seem to fall into the depths 
of despair. Get out into the clear sunlight of God, 
where it is calm, where it is peace, where it is “be 
still and know.” Storms and calms seem to alternate 
until we are rooted and grounded in the truth. Let 
us take these trials, these experiences as blessings, 
like tasks in a school-room that seem hard at first; 


but how glad we are when we have passed our exam- 
ination and are bidden to go up higher. When we 
are faithful to our higher selves, when we are true 


to truth for truth’s sake. 
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To the readers of the Unity, the loved ones who 
have written so many letters asking what to do, and 
how to do, I would say, take every trial, every dark- 
ness that comes as a lesson in truth that you are to 
learn before going higher. Do not rebel outwardly 


or inwardly; just say, this seems to be a trial, I will 


make it a blessing in disguise; it shall be to me an 
angel unawares, it is to me what I ¢all it, a trial or a 
blessing Iam a law unto myself, then I will bless 
it till it proves a blessing to me. Bless everything 
you come in contact with and it shall prove a blessing 
to you. Your word shall not return unto you void. 
Remember it, get still and you will hear the voice 
speak to you. It is the voice of your own soul guiding 
you into all truth, into the still waters of eternal life. 
Your success depends upon being at peace with your- 
self, and he is at perfect peace whose mind is stayed 
on God. Let us have the same mind within us that 
was in Christ; then, and only then, can we calm all 
storms with the word of peace, then are we beyond 
the breakers in still waters of life, love, and truth.

Said in the Club. 


Dr. Grayston had read a paper before the Cosmo- 
politan Club, Huntington, Ind., his subject being, 
“The Nervous Man.” The five mintites discussion 
was participated in by Thad. Butler, who said: 

“The nervous man( that is, the weak, timid and 
fearful man) is the product of wrong thinking, false 
education, and miss-fit environment. 

“His education as a bruiser, his ring-training, 
and his pugilistic environment all combine to make 
I'tizsimmons, the prize-fighter, absolutely fearless in 
the presence of an adversary. Let him abandon the 
ring, however, and come to Huntington, and I wilt 
undertake to teach him a lesson in five hours that 
will make him afraid of his shadow. 

“With Dr. Grayston’s consent I would take Mr. 
l’itzsimmons to the Doctor’s office and read to him 
from the Doctor’s medical works a few chapters on 
the premonitory symptoms of disease. I would prove 
to Mr. Fitzsimmons that he had the walking typhoid 
fever when he met Mr. Corbett at Carson City; that 
his lungs, liver and kidneys were in a state of col- 
lapse; that his system was permeated with microbes 
and bacteria; that he was in deadly danger of cholera, 
diphtheria, small-pox and heart failure. By the 
influence of mind over matter, I would make of him 
such a helpless invalid that the weakest member of 
this club, physically, could lick him easily. 

“The Doctor has not hesitated to speak lightly of 
mental healing. He forgets that his profession is 
not above the shafts of ridicule. Medicine, at best, 
is but an experiment, and imagination (so called) 
plays a large part in the career of a successful prac- 
tioner. I read only a few days ago of a man who 
cured himself of chronic ague by swallowing two 
collar buttons by mistake. He fisheu them out of 
his vest pocket and bolted both under the impres- 
sion that they were new-fangled, double-header 
capsules of the warranted to cure variety. 

“That the drug habit is liable to abuse, the Doc- 
tor will probably confess, especially when we put 
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our trust in traveling medical fakes and patent 
medicine nostrums. That it is also a dangerous 
habit to the uninitiated, a bit of newspaper humor 
illustrates: 


“Little Willie, from the mirror, 
Sucked the mercury all off; 
Thinking, in his childless error, 
It would cure the whooping-cough. 


At the funeral, Willie’s mother 
Smartly said to Mrs. Brown, 
’Twas a chilly day for Willie— 
When the mercury went down!” 
Surgery is the highest development of medical 
science, but surgery is not free from mistakes. I do 
not vouch for the story, but it is said that the surgeons 
of a New York hospital operated upon a patient by 
removing one of his kidneys. The man died. And 
then they had a post-mortem to see what killed him. 
The unfortunate fact was developed that at some 
previous period in the victim’s career, another set of 
surgeons had also removed one of his kidneys. The 
information was valuable—but useless. 

The material man cuts little figure in science, 
poetry or art. It is the conception of mind that en- 
dures. Two table-spoonfuls of dust are all that 
remain after the body has been consigned to that 
modern sepulcher—the crematory. Scatter this dust 
on the pansy bed in your front yard, and the physical 
man is wholly annihilated. As Holmes has said: 

“Who can show which dust was Bill and which 
was Joe?” 

Contrast mind and matter. The mind of man 
reaches up to Deity. Mind is the creator. Matter is 
but the manifestation of thought. Mind is King— 
not matter. 

We live on the wrong side of life. Man is not a 
poor, helpless worm, the victim of caprice or fate. 


Man is precisely what he concedes himself to be. If 


he selects health, and lives harmoniously, he will 
have health. By right-thinking he can become the 
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master of his own body and the sovereign of his own 
environment. 

The question of Pilate, "What is Truth.” is just 
as important now as nineteen hundred yeurs ago. It 
is the knowledge of the truth that is to set us free 
and give us the promised dominion over all things. 
We shall not find the answer to Pilate’s question on 
the physical plane of life, but must seek for it in the 
realm of mind.
